Al IrasL ninc- 
t.y. pe.r cent of the world's popula- 
tion wantu peace. Under the .Sys- 
tem ■ of world-wjde Socialism sug- 
gested by the- affirmât jve^ power 
and. . control given to. this ninety 
percent would be.-used'effectively 
to obtain peace and understanding. 

"The affirmative defined the term 
Peace as the tranquillity of order 
while permanent peace would be 
a permanent state of order. 

The negative side . agreed with 
the definitions piit forth by their 
opponents but Debbi' Nei, speaker 
for the negative, declared that peace 
also meant freedom from hostility. 
If one were to'.impose Socialism on 
a world already divided by two 
systems. Communism and Capital- 
ism, systems which are openly op- 
posed to Socialism, how could peace 
and ùnderstànding res'ult from this 
groupi ' 

Having been 'challenged by the 
affirmative to suggest something 
that would work if Socialism would 
not, she suggested -diplomacy, ul- 
timatums, world government, 
strengthening ot the U.N.O., agree- 
ments as the N.A. Pact. 

After the successive rebuttals, the 
tie decision was reached by the 
aridienc^ and later a recording was 
made for broadcast- over CJAD. 
This broadcast was heard night 
at 9 p.m. The debate ended the 
série.» of intercollegiate debates for 
this term.

CURRICULUM COMMITTEE 



Many have heard of the Educational Com- 
mittee of the Arts and Science Uiidcrgraduate 
Society, but not so many have heard of tiie 
division of (his rominillcc that i.« tlic Ciirricuhini 
Group. Inaugurated two yenr? ngo, throuph the 
efforts of the then cxistinp .\rt« and Srirnce 
executive, Dave Bninet and Ian MncKay, it 
has come a long way towards bccominR a innjor 
liaison between the faculty and the students of 
Arts and Science. It was formed to aet as a 
channelling agency for all suggestions as to 
improvements regarding courses, methods of 
their presentation, and general educational 
facilities in the various departments of the 
faculty. 

."^o far it lias opcratctl on tiie suggestions 
of the few students who composed the jjroup, 
by bringing such ideas to the cars of the Dean. 
Many hours have been spent during llic past 
venr in conference with the Denn and much has 
been gained. This year under the direction of 
Keith Eddy the group ha.< rome up with llir 
folIowinR Mipgrstionf, some of which have al- 
rrndy hrcn put into piartirr. 

Fluorescent liphting ha« now. hrrn in>lallrd' 
in (he claîiioonif of thr Ait.- Huildini;. Greater 
use of educational movies and slides was also 
sug(:e&ted and in some departments this is being 
carried out. .\nntlicr idea was the incorporation 
of a phase of the Knglish 100 course, dealioR 
with thr cduration of students on liow to rend 
text books, write term paprr.«. and take lecture 
notes. .^5 an addition to thit tlic Dmin is br- 
iieved to be considering the idea of printing 



small booklets on these subjects. In certain 
courses these booklets could be supplemented 
by the printing of skeleton notes emphasizinR 
salient points in the eoiir.«cs. 

Two years ago tlic jiroposal wa.« put forth 
that the university have its own book store. The 
|)roposal has many effects which extend beyond 
the bounds of the university. It is at present 
being investigated by the Principal's Committee 
of Deans and the S.E.C. Results should be 
forthcoming in the near futtire. The idea as it 
now exists would eliininale the cxoess expense 
of setting up a book store and hiring care- 
takers, and still allow the students to obtain 
text.s at lower co.Ms. 

In co-operation with the English depart- 
ment and the MiCiill Radio Workshop, the 
group is now working on plan? for a roiirse in 
the field .of radio. Various difficulties, due to 
(he extra work involved, have (o be overcome 
by a staff already pressed for time. 

The Dran has assured (lie group that a 
.«ninother rrgist ration syslein will r.\i«l next year. 
It has hrrn suggcstrfl that woiiirn rc'gistor in 
n.V.C, tli.nt timelabirs aiifl calmdais br avail- 
ai)lc earlier, and that registratioh- dates an< 
date? for Fall Supplemcntals be issued before 
the close of the i)rescnL college year. 

Next, year the group hones to become a part 
of a campus wide curriculum group. By en- 
larging its scope (o include other faculties, 
under the direction of the .Stinlents' Sncirly it 
will become a stronger more effective, better 
known, group representing student opinion on 
education at McGill University. P. M.

Twentieth Century Saint 



Under the direction of Mr. Emil 
Legaulp "Les Compagnons de St. 
Laurent" are presenting (until 
March 24th) Gilbert Cesbron's play 
"Briser la Statue" at their theatre 
(a converted church) at the corner 
of Sherbrooke and Oelormier. 

These details of space and time 
are included, I confess unashamed- 
ly, lo make it that much easier for 
people to go and see the play. I may 
add that the performance starts at 
8.30 p.m. and that the theatre is 
easily accessible by bus. 

Hagiolology Is not this review- 
er's forte, but 1 understand that 
Ste. Thérèse of Lisieux is a most 
unusual faint. A beautiful girl of 
middle-class family in the small 
town of Lisieux in Normandy, she 
entered the, Carmelite convent, wa.s 
renowned for her piety and died of 
tubtrculosia. Her three sisters fal- 
lowed her into the Carmelite order 
and one it today the Mothtr Superior 
of the convent in Lisieux. These arc 
the bare bones of the legend which 
has grown up around Ste. Therefe 
and, in the opinion of M. Cesbron, 
ivas threatened lo preserve the 
memory of a woman's conquest of 
doubt and temptation aa nothing 
more than a plaster aalnt, rejiro- 
ductd on pletufè peitcarda. He haa 
therefore set out to "amaah the 
Italut." - 



In the first act he sets up the 

statue. Thercse is shown at a 
patient, perfect Christian, adored 
instructress of the novices, dealing 
quietly, sweetly, firmly with pride, 
malice, envy and the inevitable 
physical friislrations of convent 
life; all these personified In the 
characters of the other nuns. Frank- 
ly, this became pretty^ tedious and 
I came clo.<;e lo walking out. 

That would .have been a great 
mistake. The second act, brilliantly 
staged by Robert Prévost, showed 
Thérèse sick'and tormented in her 
cell, whose dark cheerlessneas is 
only emphasised by the weird 
orange light entering through the 
barred window. The Devil appears, 
a handsome and urbane gentleman 
in evening dress, and wnos her 
soul as tenderly as an earthly 
lover might have sought to win 
her body. He aumnions the figure 
of the woman she might have 
been, lovely, witty, filling capably 
a respected place in the world of 
lieoplc as they are and, more ter- 
rible, the figure of the child she 
might have had. It Is notable that 
she is worsted, from any point of 
view except her own, in alt the 
debates which follow — by thé 
Devil, by the Thérèse she might 
have been, by her father. left to 
live out hit old age, forsaken and

A Geneva, Swilserland, news- 
paper ikid, "One can never forget 
the emotion which seized our pub- 
lic when he appeared on the stage 
of the Grand Theatre." In Barce- 
lona, a Spanish commentator 
wrote, "His art, which la victorious 
over time, is the same at, ever. 
What eulogies shall I use7 All of 
them suit him!" . 

Mr. Thibaud, who was the in- 
spiration for such high praise and 
enthusiasm is now making his 
third annual post war tour of the 
United States. One of the many 
stops he will make in his cross 
country schedule will he in this 
city on Wednesday playing a con- 
cert at Plateau Hall. 

Ever tlnee hé made his youthft)! 
dè^ut In France In ItSS at a solo- 
ist with the Colonne Symphony 
Orchestra, the violinist has been a 
commanding figure on the con- 
cert stage. Very shortly after th»t 
hè was recognised as the legdng 
représentative çf the French school 
of violin playing. For (hè last cen 
tury it has been considered the 
best In the world. Today, Jacques 
Thibaud is looked upon as the 
master of thik style, a specialist in 
Mozart, and an arlist of unsur- 
pas.'ed charm. There are special 
tickcl.'! at the Turk Shop at a .^0 
per cent reducjion for McGill stu 



alone, and by her sitter, miserable 
in the convent which Theresé had 
persuaded her to enter! To hone 
of these can she make the Dale 
Carnegie — Reader's Digest ans- 
wer: that she has done good and 
''real" tangible, earthly good has, 
or at least surely will come out of 
it. She can only answer that to 
love God and to bring men to His 
love are more important than good 
works. This is but a pate state- 
ment of her pas.'iionate defence of 
her faith, yet from the rational 
point of view, Ihir. is entirely com- 
prised in her dying sentence: "Mon 
ciel se passera a faire du bien tur 
la terre." 

The death of the saint was ob- 
viously a disappointment to some 
at least, of the devout among thi! 
audience. The handkerchiefs, held 
ready for a few not unpleasant 
tears over the noble pathos of (he 
finale, had to be relumed dry (o 
(he handbags. Thérèse was (erri- 
fied over the near approach of the 
unknown dark and, although she 
was comforted by the prayers of 
her sisters and the nuns, she died 
in no spirit of untempered confi 
dence. At her death the bells 
pealed In Joyful carillons and were 
not tolled. This was the only sug 
gestion ot miracle in a play deal- 
ing with the ordeal of a saint 
whose life has been loaded with 
aprocryphal miracles. 

The review I should like to 
write of this play bears little rela- 
tion to the sketch which lack of 
space makes inevitable. That a 
novelist and radio director should 
write a powerfiil drama on a 
saintly theme, is but one indica 
lion of the rcligloua resurgence 
taking place in France, of which 
the film "Monsieur Vincent" and 
Jean Paul Sartre's preoccupation 
with the hereafter, as in "Les Jeux 
sont Fait" and "No Exit", are other 
examples.. The skill and deter 
mined anonymity of "Let Com' 
pagrfont de Saint Laurent'.'; the 
remarkably swift canonization of 
Thérèse, while her sisters were 
yet living— these are diverse and 
fascinating themes. But all I can 
do here it to urge anyone whom 
they Interest to ftt this ifnu^sl 
play and let the chips from, the 
tcftteret} stfetqe f«ll w|)tra tl^ey 
n)ay. — TJMJt.

The Tour ol Solomon 

Solomon, the English pianiti. 
who is to give his first Montreal 

public recital at His Majesty.- 
Theatre nn Sunday evening, Marcl', 
27, was received with exceptional 
enthusiasm by leading New York 
critics when he gave his first Amer- 
ican recital in ten years In Car- 
negie Hall on Saturday, February 
12. The pianist, who Ufcs only liij 
surname, is generally acknowlcrie- 
cd to dominate his field in England 
today. 

■Solomon is an interpreter of the 
stripe called magisterial," wrote 
Irving Kolodin in The New York 
Sun. "He is one who presides over 
his music with dignity and Justice 
rendering to the works he plays the 
tribute of complete pianistic poise 
and finely cultivated sensibility." 

Mr. Kolodin added that "there 
was an impression, at he played, 
that Solomon was littening, even 
as the^ audience; (hat it wat his 
pleasure to enjoy the rich, resonant 
tone he produced, and his challenge 
to make it the means of a vital, 
imaginative musical experience." 

In the Herald-Tribune Francis D 
Perkins declared that Solomon 
played the pr6gram "as if he were 
a specialist in (he works of each 
of the tlx composers who were re- 
presented on it." The critic added 
that he regarded Solomon as "an 
essentially complete musician: the 
technical and expressive elements 
of his playing seemed so thoroughly 
used that it is unnecessary to con- 
sider them apart." 

There are still a few tickets avail- 
able at the Tuck Shop at half price, 
for McGill students. 

Solomon wat born in London 
and made his debut in an orches- 
tral concert as a child prodigy of 
eight years. He has visited this 
continent twice before, ten years 
ago and twenty years ago. This, 
however, will be his first North 
American tour, and hit flirat Mont- 
real Public appearance.
